1 . SOUTH AFRICAN PARTICIPATION IN WATER CONFERENCE - 

VARIOUS DELEGATIONS, INCLUDING NIGERIA, SUDAN, NETHERLANDS, 
GHANA AND SOVIET UNION, RECENTLY APPROACHED MINISTER 
COUNSELOR KITCHEN TO EXPRESS CONCERN THAT THE PRESENCE 
OF SOUTH AFRICA AT THE WATER CONFERENCE IN ARGENTINA 
WOULD TURN THE CONFERENCE INTO A POLITICAL FREE-FOR-ALL. 
(PRESENT INDICATIONS ARE THAT SOUTH AFRICANS MAY SEND A 
FOUR MAN DELEGATION.) MANY OF THESE COUNTRIES ARE PLANNING 
TO BEEF UP THE POLITICAL SIDE OF THEIR DELEGATIONS IN 
ORDER TO COPE WITH THE EXPECTED PLETHORA OF POLITICAL 
ISSUES. WITH SOUTH AFRICA PRESENT, THERE IS AN ENHANCED 
PROBABILITY THAT THE ZIONISM RACISM AND OCCUPIED TERRITORIES

IN RESPECT OF TREATIES, AND AGREED ON NEED FOR WEST 
TO ORGANIZE IN ADVANCE TO PREVENT RECURRENCE OF SITUATION 
THAT DEVELOPED AT TERRITORIAL ASYLUM CONFERENCE WITH 
WEO EXCLUDED FROM ALL SIGNIFICANT POSTS. AUSTRIANS 
ANNOUNCED CANDIDACY OF PROF. EUSTHATIADES. MENDOZA 
(PHILIPPINES) AND MAIGA (MALI) WERE REPORTED TO BE

CHARTER, DIVIDED INTO THREE PARTS: NON-CHARTER AMENDMENTS, 
CHARTER AMENDMENTS, AND NEW ADDITIONS TO CHARTER. 

HE EXPLAINED THAT PURPOSE WAS TO FOCUS COMMITTEE ON 
CONCRETE PROPOSALS; COSPONSORS (ALGERIA, COLOMBIA, 

CYPRUS, ECUADOR, EGYPT, KENYA, MEXICO, NIGERIA, 

PHILIPPINES, ROMANIA, SIERRA LEONE, YUGOSLAVIA) DID

IMPERIALISM, DIVISION AND ZIONISM IN AFRICA"

SEND A DELEGATION TO UGANDA TO SEE WHAT HAD TAKEN PLACE.
